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I have  discovered  that  the  older  I  get  the  more  I  like  to 
reminisce.  Research  has  shown  that  reminiscence  is  an 
important  part  of  positive  aging.  I  do  not  consider  myself  old, 
but  I  do  seem  to  have  a  better  appreciation  of  where  I  am  today 
in  nursing  and  higher  education  by  reflecting  on  my 
undergraduate  education  in  nursing  and  how  the  foundation  for 
my  professional  life  was  sculpted.  I  hope  that  my  reminiscing  will 
prompt  others  to  reminisce  and  reflect  on  their  college 
experiences.  After  all,  the  name  of  this  publication  is  Reflections. 

I  have  many  memories  of  my  undergraduate  days.  Some  are 
not  pleasant  but  those  that  are  have  carried  me  down  interesting 
educational  and  career  paths.  The  most  vivid  memory  I  keep  close 
to  my  heart  is  the  first  patient  I  had  for  an  assignment  and  the 
instructor  who  helped  me  through  that  make-or-break  experience. 

The  patient  was  a  man  who  was  in  orthopedic  traction  and 
required  a  complete  bed  bath.  For  an  18-year-old  girl  coming  from 
a  small  town  and  a  fairly  sheltered  life,  the  thought  of  what  I  had 
to  do  was  very  traumatic.  I  was  so  afraid.  As  I  reflect  on  that  first 
nursing  experience,  I  realize  that  my  fear  was  not  of  that  patient 
or  what  I  had  to  do  for  him.  The  fear  was  of  my  insecurity  and  my 
questioning  whether  or  not  1  had  made  the  right  career  choice.  I 
made  it  through  that  experience  because  of  my  instructor.  She 
was  supportive  and  understanding  yet  expected  me  to  take 
responsibility  and  act  as  if  I  knew  what  I  was  doing.  The  care  she 
demonstrated  to  me  as  a  student  and  a  unique  individual  helped

me  progress  to  broader  horizons  in  nursing  and  higher  education. 

As  I  reminisce  about  my  undergraduate  education,  I  see  many 
of  my  assigned  patients  -  the  first  kidney  transplant  patient  in 
South  Carolina,  a  90-year-old  woman  with  severely  crippled  hands 
crocheting  baby  clothes  to  sell  on  consignment,  the  20-year-old 
beauty  queen  who  had  massive  head  injuries  due  to  an  auto  acci- 
dent, the  pediatric  patients,  the  new  mothers  and  the  families.  But 
what  I  really  see  when  I  think  of  those  patients  are  my  instructors 
who  were  the  key  people  in  my  success.  If  a  movie  was  made  of 
my  professional  life,  the  instructors  would  get  top  billing. 

There  are  a  few  who  particularly  stand  out.  There  was  the 
obstetrics  instructor  who  held  my  hand  as  I  watched  the  miracle 
of  birth  for  the  first  time.  She  wanted  to  share  in  that  miracle. 
She  had  witnessed  many  births  but  knew  I  would  always 
remember  my  first.  Then  there  was  my  pediatric  instructor  who 
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was  tough  and  expected 
nothing  less  than  perfection. 
I  remember  taking  care  of  a 
little  boy  who  was  on  the 
medication  Prednisone.  In 
usual  instructor  behavior,  she 
asked  me  about  the  medica- 
tion. I  told  her  what  I  knew, 
but  it  was  not  enough.  She 
said,"]  can  think  of  at  least 
18  side  effects  for  this  drug 
right  now.  Why  can't  you?" 
Having  no  answer,  I 
proceeded  to  investigate  that 
drug  and  many  other  things 
about  my  patient  very  care- 
fully. The  next  day  I  knew  18 
side  effects  of  that  drug.  To 
this  day  I  know  them.  It  took 

me  some  time  to  understand  that  she  was  not  out  to  use  me  as  a 
target.  She  was  trying  to  impress  on  me  that  I  am  responsible  and 
accountable  for  everything  I  do  with  and  for  my  patients.  The 
lesson  in  responsibility  and  accountability  extended  from  my 
patient  care  to  everything  else  I  did  in  life.  This  tough  instructor 
was  also  the  one  who  comforted  me  while  I  cried  when  my  first 
pediatric  patient  died.  As  I  reminisce  about  that  instructor  I  have 
come  to  see  what  responsibility  and  caring  is  all  about. 

Another  who  I  often  think  about  was  an  administrator  and 
the  first  nurse  I  knew  who  had  a  doctoral  degree.  I  was  so 
impressed.  What  most  impressed  me  was  her  futuristic  ideas.  She 
saw  educational  opportunities  and  advancement  for  nurses  during 
a  time  when  there  was  little  happening.  I  learned  two  important 
lessons  from  her.  The  first  was  to  stand  up  for  what  I  believe, 
making  sure  I  have  the  rationale  to  back  it  up.  The  second  was 
never  be  satisfied  with  less  than  I  want.  She  told  me  I  had  to  take 
risks  if  I  wanted  to  change  and  grow.  She  helped  me  more  than 
anyone  to  understand  that  what  I  am  doing  is  great  but  not  to  be 
satisfied  with  less  than  I  am  seeking. 

For  the  readers  who  have  patiently  been  reading  this  article 
and  wondering  when  my  reminiscing  would  stop,  there  is  a 
bottom  line.  Higher  education  in  America  has  undergone  tremen- 
dous changes  since  the  founding  of  Harvard  College  in  1636.  The 
earlier  colleges  functioned  on  the  belief  that  there  was  a  fixed  and 
known  body  of  knowledge  that  was  never  to  be  criticized  or  ques- 
tioned by  students.  We  now  know  that  not  all  truth  and  knowl- 
edge is  known  and  that  discovery  is  a  never  ending  process. 
Faculty  must  continue  to  strive  to  be  the  facilitators  of  learning 
and  not  just  content  transmitters.  We  must  be  co-learners  with  our 
students  and  not  distant  experts  as  we  discover  and  learn  new  things. 

For  students  and  graduates,  the  bottom  line  is  wisdom. 
Wisdom  requires  more  than  the  knowledge  read  in  books  or 
heard  in  lectures.  Wisdom  is  the  ability  to  see,  to  know  what  is 
being  seen  and  the  initiative  and  creativity  to  do  something  about 
it.  It  requires  intuition,  caring  and  compassion.  Learning  all  of  the 
modern  technology  and  trying  to  stay  current  is  important.  No 
matter  how  high  tech  our  lives  become,  the  core  of  working  and 
living  is  the  people  with  whom  we  interact.  The  wisdom  to  incor- 
porate caring  and  compassion  in  our  lives  is  a  value  to  share  with 
future  generations.  My  instructors  many  years  ago  shared  their 
wisdom  with  me.  It  is  a  gift  to  be  treasured  always  and  to  be 
shared  with  those  to  follow.

On-campus  earthquake 
monitoring  programs 
receive  nearly  $37,000 

Dr.  Joyce  Bagwell,  director  of  the 
Earthquake  Education  Center  (EEC), 
announced  in  January  that  nearly  $37,000 
has  been  awarded  in  funds  for  the  EEC  and 
the  Lower  S  C.  Seismic  Network. 

The  EEC  received  $29,800  from  the 
South  Carolina  Emergency  Preparedness 
Division.  Support  of  the  EEC;  involves  a 
partnership  between  the  state  and  CSU, 
with  the  university  contributing  SO  percent 
in  matching  funds.  This  year  CSLJ 
purchased  computers  that  will  provide  on- 
line data  for  the  more  than  1,000  annual 
visitors  to  the  EEC.  Geology  students  will 
also  have  access  to  the  computers. 

The  Lower  S.C.  Seismic  Network  is 
supported  through  a  joint  agreement 
between  CSU,  the  LIniversity  of  South 
Carolina  and  the  United  States  Geological 
Survey.  The  amount  of  this  contract  to  CSU 
is  approximately  $7,000.  Through  the 
network  CSU  began  recording  seismic 
activity  worldwide  in  March  1976.  The  EEC] 
began  in  1 983  as  one  of  only  two  pilot 
programs  in  the  country. 

Graduate  studies  director 
serves  at  Yale  University 

Dr.  Martha  Watson,  director  of  grad 
uate  studies  and  professor  of  education,  was 
selected  to  serve  as  a  member  of  the  National 
Faculty  for  the  Comer  School  of  Development 
Program  at  Yale  University  in  January. 

The  Comer  Model  for  School  Improve- 
ment was  designed  by  Dr.  James  Comer,  a

CSU  study:  shipping  saves 
tourists  on  taxes 

Results  of  a  study  completed  by 
Dr.  Al  Parish,  director  of  the  Economic 
Forecasting  Center,  show  tourists  don't 
pay  sales  tax  on  14.8  percent  of  the 
merchandise  they  buy  while  on  summer 
vacation  in  South  Carolina. 

That's  because  state  and  federal  laws 
don't  require  retailers  to  collect  tax  on 
purchases  that  are  shipped  to  buyers'  out- 
of-state  homes.  "As  long  as  the  address 
where  something  is  being  sent  is  out  of 
state,  the  seller  doesn't  charge  any  tax," 
Parish  said.  Clothing  and  large,  bulky  items 
that  are  difficult  to  transport  are  shipped 
most  often. 

Consumers  are  supposed  to  pay  sales 
tax  on  such  items  once  they  get  home,  but 
Parish  said  that  rarely  happens.  The  study 
included  all  of  the  state's  coastal  counties 
during  the  peak  tourism  season  of  June 
through  August.

DPW  School  of  Nursing 
boosts  options  for  R.N.S 

Registered  nurses  who  want  to  boost 
their  credentials  will  soon  have  that  option 
through  the  R.N. -B.S.N.  Option  program 
offered  by  the  Derry  Patterson  Wingo 
School  of  Nursing. 

The  program  is  designed  for  R.N.s 
who  have  associate  degrees  or  diplomas  in 
nursing  and  want  to  advance  their  educa- 


tion with  minimal  loss  of  credit  and 
duplication  of  knowledge  or  skills.  The 
Option  was  recently  approved  by  CSU's 
Curriculum  Committee  and  senior  officers 
for  implementation  this  fall. 

R.N.s  who  have  completed  34 
semester  hours  or  prerequisite  course 
work  at  any  accredited  college  or  univer- 
sity may  transfer  those  courses  to  CSU  if 
they  earned  a  grade  of  "C"  or  better 
Courses  taken  at  accredited  junior,  commu- 
nity or  technical  colleges  will  also  apply 
toward  the  maximum  68  semester  hours 
allowed  for  transfer.  In  addition,  up  to  31 
hours  of  credit  may  be  awarded  for 
previous  nursing  courses  toward  sopho- 
more and  junior  level  nursing  courses. 

"We  see  the  value  of  previous  learning 
and  professional  experiences,"  said  Dr. 
Marian  Larisey,  dean  of  the  School  of 
Nursing.  "We're  trying  to  accommodate  the 
learning  needs  and  career  goals  of  students 
by  minimizing  barriers  to  entry  and 
minimum  repetition  of  materials." 

The  School  of  Nursing  is  seeking 
national  accreditation,  and  a  proposed  site- 
visit  has  been  scheduled  for  Spring  1999. 
Once  accreditation  has  been  granted,  CSU 
will  be  the  state's  only  private  institution  of 
higher  learning  with  a  nationally  accredited 
nursing  program. 

The  $1.5  million  School  of  Nursing 
opened  in  1995  and  was  completed  with 
funds  donated  by  the  late  Henry  Wingo  of 
Kline,  in  memory  of  his  wife,  Derry.

With  the  help  of  a  group  of  education 
majors,  first  graders  at  Ladson  Elementary 
School  learned  that  the  Earth  consists  of 
more  water  than  land.

For  seven  years,  education  students  at 
CSU  have  participated  in  the  Ladson 
Project,  a  professional  development 
program  that  gives  education  majors 
opportunities  to  gain  hands-on  experience 
in  the  classroom.

"If  I  had  had  this  chance,  I 
would  have  started  in  elementary  instead 
of  high  school  when  I  hegan  teaching.  The 
more  chances  they  (education  students) 
have  to  see  what  goes  on,  the  better 
decision  they'll  make 

The  project  is  beneficial  for  students 
at  Ladson  and  at  CSU.  Dr.  Linda  Karges- 
Bone,  assistant  professor  of  education,  is 
the  professor  on  site  during  the  project. 
She  said  the  model  has  gained  statewide 
recognition  because  it  gives  future  teachers 


so  much  valuable  experience  before  they 
do  their  student  teaching. 

Jaqui  English,  an  early  childhood- 
elementary  education  major,  was  one  of  30 
who  participated  in  the  project  this  fall. 
"I  was  in  awe,"  she  said.  "The  students 
learned  without  knowing  they  were 
learning.  It  was  a  fun  way  to  teach." 

English  and  her  other  CSLI  students 
divided  the  first  grade  class  into  small 
groups.  "It  was  neat  having  a  small  group," 
she  said.  "We  were  able  to  get  more 
personal  with  the  students  and  find  out 
things  about  them  like  who  had  a  big  sister 
and  things  like  that.  When  they  were 
tested  at  the  end  of  the  unit,  they  remem- 
bered what  we  taught  them." 

Hard,  but  gratifying  was  the  descrip- 
tion from  Sherri  Berry,  an  elementary 
education  major  who  worked  with  fifth 
graders.  "It  was  the  hardest  practicum  I've 
been  through  in  my  education  classes,  and 
also  the  best  in  terms  of  what  I  learned, 
she  said.  "We  weren't  observing,  but  actu- 
ally teaching.  It  was  great  preparation.  It 
showed  the  bad  things  as  well  as  the  good 
things  about  teaching.

Many  planned  gifts  are  devised  as  life  income 
agreements  through  which  donors  receive 
annual  payments  for  life  in  return  for  placing 
their  assets  into  a  trust.  The  remaining 
amount  in  the  trust  goes  to  the  university  at 
the  time  of  the  person's  death.

Hor ton  Chair  of 
Church  Music 
makes  history

In  Frank  Cone's  West  Ashley  childhood 
home, "music  was  like  breathing.  Everyone 
in  my  family  is  a  musician." 

His  mother  was  the  organist  at  Citadel 
Square  Baptist  Church  in  downtown 
Charleston  for  25  years.  A  summer  student 
at  Julliard  and  Pea  body,  she,  along  with  her 
mother  and  sister,  operated  the  Bellinger 
Music  School  teaching  voice,  piano,  violin 
and  organ.  Cone's  father  and  four  siblings 
are  also  musical. 

It's  only  natural  that  Cone  would 
follow  in  their  footsteps.  Finally,  that  path 
has  led  him  back  to  Charleston.  When  the 
Horton  Chair  of  Church  Music  was  created 
last  spring  at  Charleston  Southern 
University,  Cone,  then  serving  as  pastor  of 
Unity  Baptist  Church  in  Florence,  saw  an 
opportunity  to  affect  many  through  the 
inspiration  of  music. The  chair  was  created 
by  the  $1  million  estate  gift  of  the  late  Dr. 
Gregory  Horton  of  Simpsonville.  Horton,  a 
former  chair  of  the  university's  Board  of 
Trustees,  was  an  avid  music  lover  and 
volunteered  to  lead  the  music  at  his  church. 
He  died  unexpectedly  in  February  1997 

"This  is  the  first  endowed  chair  in  the 
history  of  the  school,"  Cone  said.  "It's  a  real 
privilege  for  me  to  carry  on  the  vision  of 
Greg  Horton.  He  wanted  to  prepare 
students  and  also  to  help  smaller  church 
music  leadership  who  may  not  have  had 
the  opportunity  for  higher  education.  I'm 
honored  to  be  doing  that. 

Cone's  responsibilities  include 
expanding  CSU's  church  music  curriculum, 
coordinating  New  Vision,  the  university  's 
vocal  outreach  ensemble,  teaching  and 
recruiting  students  and  offering  workshops 
for  church  music  leaders  around  the  state. 

A  pastor  for  the  last  six  years,  Cone's 
plans  didn't  include  working  on  a  college 
campus.  "I've  taught  course  work  all  my 
life  in  a  church  setting,  but  this  wasn't  in 
my  plans,"  he  said.  "It  wasn't  even  in  my 
dreams.  When  I  was  going  through  the 


interview  process  with  the  search 
committee  from  CSU,  suddenly  one  Sunday 
I  looked  out  at  my  congregation,  and  I  saw 
one  congregation.  I  pictured  mirrors  on 
the  wall  and  saw  many  congregations 
Since  I've  been  preaching,  you  hear  people- 
say  music  will  affect  me  much  more  than  a 
sermon  does.'  I  believe  we  need  both. 
Doing  this  gives  me  the  opportunity  to 
prepare  and  send  church  leaders  into  many 
congregations 

As  a  student  at  St.  Andrews  High 
School,  Cone's  career  plans  consisted  of 
singing  for  a  living.  I  had  planned  to  be 
the  next  leading  baritone  at  the 
Metropolitan  Opera,"  he  said.  "Probably  a 
gazillion  others  had  that  same  goal."

Instead,  at  the  age  of  15  he  was 
recruited  to  lead  the  hymns  at  a  church  in 
a  West  Ashley  housing  project.  "I  liked  the 
extra  money,"  he  said.  "But  the  important 
thing  about  it  was  that  they  took  me  in  and 
accepted  me  with  all  my  flaws. 

Three  years  later  he  entered  CSU  (then 
Baptist  College  at  Charleston)  on  a  vocal 
scholarship.  Commuting  in  his  '67 
Volkswagon  Beetle,  Cone  completed  his 
degree  in  three  years.  In  the  meantime,  he 


married  his  wife  Judy,  also  a  graduate  of 
BCC  in  music  education.  She  directs  the 
music  at  Cone's  former  church  in  Florence 
and  will  move  to  Charleston  this  summer 
after  their  oldest  child  graduates  from  high 
school.

During  his  27-year  career  in  the 
ministry,  Cone  has  watched  as  music  and 
worship  styles  have  adapted  to  meet  the 
needs  of  the  people.  "Twenty  years  ago 
you  could  go  into  any  Southern  Baptist 
church  and  from  one  to  the  next  you 
wouldn't  see  many  differences  in  worship 
style,"  he  said.  "We've  discovered  that  we 
have  the  freedom  to  worship  the  way  we 
want  to  worship.  Today  we  run  the  gamut. 
For  instance,  you  wouldn't  have  seen 
blended  styles  from  traditional  hymns  to 
contemporary  praise  songs.  Some 
churches  are  strictly  contemporary.  Some 
project  the  words  on  a  screen  instead  of 
using  hymnals." 

The  organ,  which  has  been  the  tradi- 
tional instrument  of  church  music,  now 
plays  second  fiddle  to  the  piano  in  many 
churches.  Additional  instruments  as  well  as 
orchestras  are  common  in  many  congrega- 
tions. 

"With  the  defunding  of  arts  in  the 
schools  it  would  really  help  if  the  church 
would  pick  up  the  slack  in  music  educa- 
tion," Cone  said.  "People  are  realizing  it 
benefits  the  church  and  society  as  a  whole 
because  we  know  that  students  who  are 
involved  in  arts  are  better  students.  If 
they're  going  to  produce  quality  music 
when  they  become  adults,  we've  got  to 
start  when  they're  children." 

Like  the  return  of  bell  bottom  jeans, 
what  comes  around  in  church  music  seems 
to  go  around.  Cone  predicts  that  tradi- 
tional church  music  will  make  a  comeback, 
eventually.  "I  don't  share  omniscience  with 
God,  but  I  think  we  will  learn  that  some  of 
the  traditions  that  we  have  tossed  aside 
have  value  and  we  may  see  a  movement 
back,"  he  said.  "I  enjoy  it  all,  barring 
country  music.  That  helps  me  in  this  posi- 
tion because  if  I  was  dogmatic  toward 
classical  or  any  other  style,  I  couldn't 
teach  kids  in  our  evangelical  tradition."

Editor  's  note:  Edna  Boroski  was  the 
class  speaker  at  winter  commencement. 
She  allowed  us  to  reprint  her  speech 
which  charts  her  poignant  journey  and 
her  quest  for  education. 

-w-n  the  fall  of  1964  I  sat  in  another 
I  gathering  much  like  this  one.  At  Ohio 
JL State  University  I  met  with  classmates 
and  college  dignitaries.  The  president 
welcomed  us  and  warned  that  three  out  of 
four  of  us  would  not  graduate.  Large 
classes,  impersonal  processes  and  a  lack  of 
focus  on  my  part  created  a  situation  in 
which  I  was  not  likely  to  succeed.  I  did 
not  finish  my  freshman  year.  I  felt  as  if  I'd 
failed.  That  sense  of  failure  would  follow 
me  for  more  than  20  years. 

I  started  work  nearly  1 0  years  ago  at 
Trident  Technical  College.  Through  the 
years,  I'd  thought  many  times  of  returning 
to  college,  and  each  time  I  thought  of 
some  reason  why  it  was  not  a  good  time 
to  return.  Children  were  too  small;  I 
worked  full  time;  we  couldn't  afford 
tuition  and  books  and  on  and  on.  Now 
that  I  worked  at  a  college,  I  tentatively 
started  back,  wondering  if  I'd  forgotten  so 
much  that  I  could  not  succeed.  One  and 
sometimes  two  courses  at  a  time,  I  worked 
on  my  associate's  degree.  More  than  six 
years  later,  I  earned  the  degree.  This  had 
taken  so  long,  I  wondered  if  I  could 
continue  another  six  years  to  complete 
the  last  two  years  of  the  bachelor's  degree. 

The  desire  to  receive  a  bachelor's 
degree  had,  over  time,  become  a  burning 
desire.  I  wanted  more.  I  looked  back  over

the  past  six  years.  I  had  changed  over 
that  time.  I  had  become  more  focused. 
I  was  able  to  say  "no"  to  commitments, 
meetings  and  other  invitations  for  my 
attention  in  order  to  say  "yes"  to  classes 
and  homework.  The  goal  I  set  was  a  diffi- 
cult one.  I  had  a  full-time  job,  family 
responsibilities,  personal  problems  and  all 
the  other  baggage  that  would  give  me  a 
good  excuse  to  quit. 

CSU's  Evening  College  offered  a 
bachelor  of  technology  degree  and  would 
take  my  entire  associate  degree.  Again, 
tentatively,  I  began  a  new  phase  of  my 
journey.  Only  this  time  I  went  full  time. 
I  was  already  a  grandmother  and  did  not 
want  to  spend  another  six  years  getting  to 
the  next  stopping  point  on  my  educa- 
tional journey. 

I  joined  the  Evening  College  Advisory 
Council  and  met  a  room  full  of  people 
who  were  just  like  me.  They  had  full-time 
jobs,  family  responsibilities,  personal  prob- 
lems and  with  all  that,  a  burning  desire  to 
learn  more,  to  get  another  degree,  to  go 
further.  I  found  them  to  be  a  tremendous 
encouragement  to  me.  We  met  month  by 
month  and  tackled  problems  such  as  the 
left  turn  signal  from  Highway  78  that  was 
installed  this  year  at  the  front  entrance. 
We  got  to  know  each  other  better  and 
encouraged  each  other.  We  kept  perse- 
vering. The  Evening  College  staff  encour- 
aged us  as  well. 

One  step  at  a  time,  1  moved  forward 
toward  the  goal  of  earning  a  bachelor's 
degree.  My  journey  began  more  than  33 
years  ago.  I  have  learned  that  this  degree 
does  not  end  the  journey.  For  those  of  us 
who  are  curious,  who  want  to  understand 
and  to  grow,  education  does  not  end 
because  of  a  diploma.  It  merely  takes 
new  turns. 

This  journey  is  not  a  solitary  journey 
for  any  of  us  today.  Our  teachers,  our 
classmates,  our  family  and  friends  all  share 
with  us.  Hopefully  those  of  us  who  are 
graduating  today  will  become  ever  more 
enthusiastic  encouragers  to  those  who 
journey  with  us  in  a  lifetime  of  learning. 

We  who  are  graduating  are  so 
thankful  for  this  degree;  we  are  thankful 
for  all  of  those  who  have  shared  the 
journey  with  us  and  supported  us,  and  we 
look  forward  to  taking  the  next  step  in 
our  journey.

Again,  he  took  the  road  less  traveled.

It's  hard  to  believe  my  first  anniver- 
sary as  director  of  development  for 
athletics  has  passed  so  quickly.  What  a 
year  1997  was.  Because  there  are  so  many 
who  believe  in  our  mission,  we  celebrated 
a  year  of  victories  on  and  off  the  field. 

The  BUC  Club  finished  the  year  with 
more  than  $1 14,000  in  gifts,  a  record 
breaking  58  percent  increase  over  1996. 
Several  factors  are  responsible  for  this 
success.  First,  in  the  past  20  months  CSU's 
athletic  department  has  sent  three  teams 
to  postseason  NCAA  tournaments. 

In  May  1996  the  baseball  team 
traveled  to  Clemson  University  for  the 
regional  NCAA  baseball  tournament.  Next 
came  our  much  celebrated  participation  of 


our  men's  basketball  team  in  the  first 
round  of  the  final  64  in  Auburn  Hills,  Mich.

Each  performance  brought  our  athletic 
program  to  the  forefront  of  our  commu- 
nity which  helps  improve  our  financial 
performance  as  well.  Secondly,  the  dedica- 
tion of  the  university  to  invest  in  a 
full-time  position  in  athletic  fund  raising 
gave  a  consistent,  year-round  commitment.

Football  players  win  weightlifting  crowns

Football  players  Jason  Watson, 
Dennie  McDaniel  and  Derek  Tassin  each 
took  home  a  championship  at  the  World 
Natural  Powerlifting  Federation  U.S. 
National  Championship  in  January  in 
Baltimore,  Md.  The  event  featured  100 
lifters  from  all  over  the  country,  and  was 
an  extension  to  their  off-season  football 
conditioning  program. 

The  guys  are  in  that  portion  of  their 
conditioning  where  they  were  lifting  a 
lot  of  weight,"  said  Jim  Steel,  strength 
and  conditioning  coach  and  defensive 
line  coach.   They  were  doing  so  well  in 
the  weightroom  we  wanted  to  see  how 
they  would  stack  up  in  competition,  so 
we  gave  it  a  shot." 

Lifters  competed  in  different  weight 
and  age  classes  and  each  competitor 
scored  according  to  the  total  weight 
lifted  in  three  different  events:  squat, 
bench  press  and  deadlift. 


Watson,  a  linebacker,  was  forced  to 
sit  out  last  season  and  won  the  205  lb. 
junior  class  with  560  lb  squat,  405  bench 
and  a  610  deadlift.  The  total  was  not  only 
enough  to  win  his  class  but  was  enough 
to  win  any  of  the  men's  classes. 

"It's  not  only  good  to  do  something 
like  that  and  be  a  champion,"  said  Watson. 
"We  work  on  staying  focused  and  getting 
stronger,  and  it  paid  off  for  us.  Hopefully 
it  will  still  pay  off  come  football  season." 

McDaniel,  a  6-1 ,  300  lb.  senior 
offensive  lineman  from  Summerville, 
competed  in  the  junior  superheavy- 
weights  and  lifted  a  560  squat,  405  bench 
and  a  500  deadlift.  Tassin,  a  sophomore 
linebacker  from  Melbourne,  Fla  ,  won  the 
teenage  national  championship  in  the  225 
pound  class.  He  lilted  a  560  squat,  315 
bench  and  a  520  deadlift

Three  NCAA 
Tournament 
appearances  in 
three  years

When  the  men's  soccer  team  took  the 
field  at  the  University  of  South  Carolina  last 
November,  nobody  could  have  predicted  the 
season  would  end  that  way.  After  all,  the 
soccer  tradition  had,  up  to  that  point,  been 
more  about  the  early  exit  than  the  NCAA 
Tournament.  But  there  they  were,  standing 
in  the  middle  of  the  field  believing  they 
could  beat  anyone. 

That  belief  is  beginning  to  seep  through 
the  entire  athletic  department,  especially 
after  the  last  three  years  when  three  different 
CSU  athletic  programs  have  advanced  to  the 
NCAA  Tournament.  The  only  South  Carolina 
schools  that  can  claim  that  have  names  like 
USC  and  Clemson.  And  now  Charleston 
Southern. 

Ten  minutes  into  November's  soccer 
game,  freshman  Hen  Huber  took  a  shot  at  the 
South  Carolina  goal  that  missed  by  less  than 
one  foot.  The  Bucs  lost  that  game  3-0,  a  score 
that  does  not  reflect  how  well  they  played 
and  how  close  they  came  to  pulling  another 
major  upset  and  becoming  the  first  team  to 
win  an  NCAA  Tournament  game 

But  one  thing  at  a  time. 

It  all  started  at  the  end  of  the  1995-96 
academic  year  when  the  baseball  team  was 
trying  desperately  to  break  a  seven-year 
string  of  losing  seasons.  On  April  24,  the 
team  was  on  the  bus  coming  back  from 
Clemson  where  they  had  just  been  knocked 
around  12-5.  Staring  them  in  the  face  were 
nine  conference  games  in  14  days,  six  of 
those  on  the  road.  CSU  responded  with  six 
straight  wins  and  found  themselves  on  the 
brink  of  a  championship.  The  team  beat 
Radford  9-7  to  clinch  their  first  Big  South 
Championship  and  become  the  first  team  to 
go  to  an  NCAA  Tournament,  a  singular 
moment  in  CSU  history. 

Ten  months  later,  as  the  men's  basket- 
ball team  warmed  up  in  front  of  9,000 
screaming  Liberty  fans  on  Liberty's  home 
floor  in  front  of  a  national  television 
audience,  what  had  only  been  a  one-time 
occurrence  became  a  theme.  Three  weeks 
later  the  Buccaneers  faced  UCLA  in  the  first 
round  of  the  NCAA  Tournament  in  Auburn 
Hills,  Mich.  The  spotlight  was  shining  on  a 
team  and  an  institution  that  was  proving  it 
could  compete,  and  win,  at  any  level. 


Spring  sports  at  a  glance

Baseball 

The  Bucs  came  within  one  game  of 
winning  their  second  straight  Big  South 
Conference  championship  and  going  to 
the  NCAA  tournament  for  two  years  in  a 
row.  After  two  consecutive  winning 
seasons  in  the  Big  South  Conference  with  a 
combined  29-12  record,  hopes  are  high  for 
the  1998  team  that  lost  only  three  position 
players  and  will  return  the  core  of  the 
starting  rotation.  Their  talents  began  to 
shine  over  the  course  of  last  season.  Ten 
individual  records  were  broken  or  tied,  and 
six  team  records  were  rewritten  in  Gary 
Murphy's  first  year  as  head  coach.  All  in 
all,  the  1997  team  spent  a  lot  of  time  doing 
things  no  other  Buc  team  had  done  before. 
They  set  records  for  games  played,  at  bats 
and  innings  pitched.  No  Buc  team  had 
ever  had  consecutive  winning  seasons  in 
the  conference,  in  fact  CSU  had  only  four 
seasons  at  500  or  better  in  the  previous  12 
years  of  conference  play. 


1997  Big  South  Player  of  the  Year  Mark 
Cisar  returns  to  lead  the  Bucs  toward 
another  championship. 


All  the  big  names  are  back  for  1998. 
Mark  Cisar,  the  1997  Big  South  Player  of 
the  Year,  returns  for  more  double  duty  in 
the  starting  rotation  and  the  outfield.  All- 
tournament  and  Scholar  Athlete  of  the 
Year  John  Rocco  is  also  back  along  with 
all-tournament  pitcher  Travis  Easier  and 
all-conference  first  baseman  Jeremy  Weber. 

Despite  the  returning  talent,  CSU 


remains  a  young  team  with  only  three 
seniors  on  the  1998  roster.  Added  to  that 
is  a  group  of  1 7  freshmen  eager  to  prove 
themselves  at  a  high  level. 

Staring  the  Bucs  in  the  face  is  a  tough 
schedule  that  takes  a  tour  of  the  top  2S  in 
collegiate  baseball  with  trips  to  Georgia 
Tech,  Florida  State,  South  Carolina, 
Clemson,  North  Carolina  and  Florida. 


Softball 


The  Lady  Bucs  enter  the  1 998  season 
with  many  unknowns.  Head  coach  Vanessa 
Glasscock  has  a  dugout  of  talent  but  with 
many  new  faces  sprinkled  in  the  starting 
lineups,  the  pressure  falls  to  experienced 
leadership  on  the  field  and  on  the  bench. 

Last  season  the  Lady  Bucs  improved 
by  six  wins  to  finish  15-27.  The  team  was 
more  sound  offensively  and  defensively,  a 
trend  they  will  have  to  continue  if  they 
are  to  equal  or  improve  on  last  year's 
numbers. 

The  biggest  challenge  for  the  1998 
team  is  dealing  with  the  loss  of  six  seniors 
and  their  top  eight  hitters.  To  counter  that 
are  six  freshmen,  many  of  whom  don't 
have  the  luxury  of  being  brought  along 
slowly.  Back  for  the  Lady  Bucs  is  lone 
senior  Karrie  Powell  along  with  juniors 
Allison  Barnett,  Jennifer  Lewis, Tina  Hebb, 
Salley  Brazelle,  Amy  Jo  Osborne  and 
Crystal  Carpenter. 

Junior  Jennifer  Lewis  is  the  only 
returning  pitcher  from  last  year's  team  and 
brings  a  great  deal  of  experience  to  the 
mound.  After  15  appearances  last  season, 
she  is  counted  on  as  the  staff  ace.  New  to 
the  staff  are  freshmen  Tequila  Bridges  and 
Tammi  Mitchell.  Bridges  is  a  highly  touted 
pitcher  from  Tennessee. 

Track  &  Field 

Tosha  Ansley  returns  as  last  year's  Big 
South  Athlete  of  the  Year  for  the  Lady  Bucs. 
Look  for  her  to  improve  on  last  year's 
conference  record-setting  marks  in  the  100 
hurdles  (14.12)  and  the  long  jump  (18' 
8.5"),  as  well  as  the  triple  jump  and  400

Kenisha  Smith,  Bridget  Posey  and 
Kitty  Bouler  are  expected  to  round  out 
the  sprinting  events  and  with  the  addition 
of  several  female  throwers  to  the  squad, 
depth  of  points  will  undoubtedly  be 
increased.

Under  new  head  coach  Howard 
Vroon,  the  women's  golf  team  has  to  field 
a  starting  lineup  which  includes  at  least 
three  freshmen.  However,  after  steadily 
improving  their  fall  performances,  the 
team  has  a  surprisingly  realistic  opportu- 
nity to  bring  home  another  conference 
crown  and  defend  their  1997  champion- 
ship. 

The  men's  team  lost  two  valuable 
and  experienced  seniors  Daimon  Bridge 
and  Jamie  Bilbury  but  will  have  enough 
depth  to  return  strong.  The  addition  of 
freshman  Neil  Webb  gives  the  Bucs  a  boost, 
and  they  will  likely  enter  the  Big  South 
tournament  as  one  of  the  top  two  seeds. 

Tennis 

CSU's  men's  tennis  team  has  its  eyes 
on  the  championship  as  four  seniors 
return  for  the  1998  spring  season.  Trevor 
Bethune,  Matt  Halfpenny,  Nicholas  Lavallee 
and  Jeff  Alexander  lead  the  Bucs  toward  the 
conference  finals,  where  they  very  nearly 
captured  the  crown  last  season. 

On  the  women's  side,  five  new 
freshmen  will  earn  their  stripes  this 
spring  after  starting  for  the  team  this  past 
fall.  Captain  Jill  Lewis  will  lead  the  Lady 
Bucs  into  the  spring  season.  This  year's 
team  looks  to  build  on  each  match  as 
they  begin  their  rise  toward  the  confer- 
ence crown.

Athletic  Director  Howard  Bagwell  has 
named  Daniel  Allen  the  new  men's  soccer 
coach.  Allen  comes  to  CSU  from  Belmont 
Abbey  College  and  replaces  Shaun  Docking 
who  led  the  1 997  Bucs  to  their  first  ever 
NCAA  tournament  appearance.
